The editorial in Evangelist, No. i 8 
meets my approbatíon, and is along lines 
th«it I have already suggested, but as our 
time has been so much taken up wíih the 
work of organization, I have not found 
time to push any line of work especially. 
But now that our attention has been 
brought to this point, I will not keep you 
waiting to know my wish in the matter, 

Brother McFaden wrote me some time 
ago with a proposition of a similar kind, 
and we had fully intended to bring it to 
the notice of our K. C, societies, and re- 
commended it for action. Now, $2 is 
not very much. The smallest society in 
the church can easily raise that amount, 
and some can send much morè than that. 
And yet, if the seventy or morè societies 
that are now recorded, will send in the $2 
it would give the Book and Tract work 
morè than $140, which amount will print 
a great inany tracts, and on Brother 
Gnagey's proposition, would give the so- 
cieties morè than seventy dollars worth 
for free distribution. 

Now to èusiness. Let each society take 
this work up and proceed at once to raise 
the sum of $2 for this Book and Tract 
work. This is but a small sum, yet it 
will be mighty when expended in the 
work. Send your remittance to Míss Em- 
ma Lichty, National Trea surer, Lanark, 
lli., and state that the money is for Book 
and Tract society, and you will be duly 
credited with the amount you send, and it 
will be acknowledged through the B. E. 
and K. C. papers, and reported at our 
next National Convention. 

There is no work that yields so abund- 
ant' for so small an outlay, as the Tract 
work. Scatter Tracts. Let us take up 
this work now, and we will soon place it 
on its feet, and then we will be ready for 
something clse. 


Sometime ago we asked for res pon ses 
on thequestion, "Shall weholtl a Nation- 
al K. C. Convention at Ashland, in Au- 
gust?" So far we have had but few re- 
sponses.

We are móre than grati fied with the 
work, and results of last year's conven- 
tion, as the growth of the society and 
its general work has amply paid for the 
investment. 

I think it has now began to dawn upon us 
all what can be accomplished by union and 
concerted action. We have already made 
a good start toward a good li te ra tu re for 
our young people, and with agood str^ng 
pull together, we will in another year or 
two, be able to publish a literaturesecond 
to none. And morè, every dollar paid in 
for our own publications is a dollar in 
support of our own publishing house, 
which will some day be one of the best 
paying instituttons we have in our church. 

Our Sunday-school literature is now, 
second to none, and our K. C. work and 
its methods are being sought after by 
other societies and the growth and gener- 
al ínterest has been truly wonderful. Re- 
cently, our workers have been interrogat- 
ed as to the methods employed to hold 
our young people together, and how we 
managed to have such a large attendance 
and why the Júniors seemed to be so 
wonderfully interested in the work. The 
answer is simple, indeed, But perhaps 
they have not noticed that the Júnior les- 
sons in the K. C. paper by Sisler Robin- 
son, are ' the best that appear in print, 
and are just perfectly adapled for the 
work.
